3. COMOFFS CONDUCTED INTERVIEWS WITH FLOOR REPS OF A 
RANDOM SAMPLE OF 53 FIRMS PARTICIPATING AT STANKI II 
ON DAY BEFORE CLOSING AND PICKED UP FOLLOWING ITEMS OF 
NOTE: 


- SEVERAL FIRMS. MOSTLY SMALLER ONES, WERE VERY DISAP- 
POINTED WITH SALES LEADS DEVELOPED AT SHOW AND PREDICTED 
THAT IN VIEW OF SUBSTANTIALLY HIGHER COSTS DUE TO SHARPLY 
INCREASED HOTEL AND OTHER COSTS THAT THEY WOULD NOT BE 
RETURNING FOR STANKI III SHOULD IT EVER COME OFF. 

- ALL FIRMS REPORTED HIGH INTEREST IN THEIR EQUIPMENT 
ON PART OF VISITORS TO SHOW. BUT PURCHASING DECISION- 
MAKERS (FTOS) WERE NOT MUCH IN EVIDENCE. 
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- THREE LARGER FIRMS INTERVIEWED (MCDONNEL-DOUGLAS, 
BENDIX, BRYANT GRINDER) REPORTED SEVERAL INQUIRIES 
WHICH WERE SERIOUS BUT FIRM REPS COMPLAINED ABOUT LACK 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF PRECISION IN U.S. EXPORT CONTROL REGULATIONS WHICH 
PRECLUDED THEM FROM QUOTING EQUIPMENT AT HIGH END OF 
THEIR PRODUCT RANGE. 

ADDITIONALLY. COMATT WAS ROUNDED SEVERAL TIMES BY SOVIET 
MACHINE TOOL OFFICIALS, INCLUDING TWO AT DEPUTY MINISTER 
LEVEL, ABOUT EQUIPMENT ON DISPLAY BEING REPRESENTATIVE 
ONLY OF "YESTERDAY'S TECHNOLOGY." THIS ALLEGATION WAS 
STOUTLY REBUTTED BY SEVERAL EXHIBITORS WHO CLAIMED THEY 
HAD BROUGHT THEIR LATEST MACHINE TOOLS TO STANKI-II. BUT 
SOVIETS, AT LEAST OPENLY, REMAINED UNCONVINCED. AS ONE 
AMERICAN WAG PUT IT: "YESTERDAY'S TECHNOLOGY ISN'T SO 
BAD IN A COUNTRY THAT BOASTS THE-DAY BEFORE- YESTERDAY'S 
TECHNOLOGY*"
